2. Claim 1-4, 8-17 and 21-27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a method for using Internet Protocol Measurement Protocol packet. The prior arts 
in the record fail to teach or make obvious to a method comprising the IPMP packet including 
instructions for a recipient of the IPMP packet, said instructions including an instruction to insert 
a time stamp in the IPMP packet by the recipient network device within a structure of the claim. 
These features are claimed in the independent claims 1,14 and 27 and render them allowable.
